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Hefty jail temi 
for 19^rear-old 
drug smuggler

PRETTY Jasmin Boll¬ 
inger thought she could 
earn easy money by driv¬ 
ing her VW Golf across the 
Channel. 

And she didn’t ask too many 
questions about what she had to do 
to earn 5,000 euros. 

But when Customs officers 
stopped her car at Ramsgate on 
May 3 they found cocaine valued at 
£786,169 (973,676 euros) sealed 
iQside the two rear panels of the 
car and in one of the passenger 
doors. 

Blonde Bollinger, 19, from 
Freiburg in Germany, was lured 
iato the drugs trade by a fnend of 
an ex-bo 3 dnend who told her she 
could pay her debts by driving to 
England. 

But her trip to this country was 
longer than she thought because 
she will be spending the next six- 
and-a-half years in prison after 
admitting drug-smuggling. 

Melanie McIntosh, prosecuting 
at Canterbury Crown Court, said 
Bollinger told Customs officers she 
was meeting her boyfnend in the 
London suburb of Woolwich but 
didn’t know his address. 

She said the car had been rented 
from a hire company and that she 
had been to England three times 
before. 

Dummy runs 

The 100 per cent-pure drugs 
were in silver packages hidden in 
the panels. 

When she was interviewed, she 
told officers she was given 1,000 
euros to make two dummy runs to 
Britain. 

She said she was contacted by a 
man in Freiburg who told her to go 
to Amsterdam. 

Bollinger met the man in the 
Dutch city and he drove her car 
away. It was returned two hours 
later and she drove to catch the 
Ramsgate ferry at Ostend. 

She was worried she was carry-

ing something illegal but couldn’t 
find it after a thorough search, so 
she drove on. 

‘When I asked what was in the 
car, I was told to ask no questions,” 
she told investigators. 

Bollinger said she was afraid of 
the men who sent her on her mis¬ 
sion - that’s why she had carried 
on diivuig. 

Nicholas Jones, defending, said 
the drugs trade attracted young, 
naive people who wanted to earn 
easy money. 

At first Bollinger thought she 
was taking money out of Germany. 

Mr Jones said: “Like many young 
students, she found herself in debt. 
She was approached by a fnend of 
a fnend and in an act of cata¬ 
strophic stupidity she agreed to 
smuggle drugs.” 

At the back of the court was her 
father Bemd, who listened as his 
daughter was sentenced. 

Judge Webb said: “You are old 
enough to have known somethmg 
about the effect drugs have in the 
community... I can’t help haviag 
regard to the fact there are thou¬ 
sands of students who run up debts 
but who do not resort to crimiaal 
offending to pay them back.” 

Judge Webb said Bollinger would 
have to serve half her sentence in 
Britain and could finish her time in 
Germany.

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MP trying to 
weed out bad 
smell on beach 


Summer heat makes rotting odour worse 


AN ISLE MP is so concerned 
with the seaweed rotting on 
his constituency’s beaches 
that he is meeting members 
of the Environment Agency 
to discuss a solution to the 
problem. 

Roger Gale, MP for Thanet North, 
wiU have a face-to-face with the EA’s 
regional director today (Wednesday). 

The MP has received numerous 
complaints and says he wants to dis¬ 
cuss ways to clean the beaches and to 
ensm-e they stay clean. 

He said: “Thanet council has made 
a real effort, under very extreme con¬ 
ditions this year, to try to clean our 
beaches of the rotting and stinking 
weed. 

“Regulation has, however, seemingly 
prevented them from properly and 
finally disposing of the weed, which 
has been put back into the sea only to

be washed ashore again. It’s worse 
than trying to paint the Forth Bridge.” 

Mr Gale, who is a fan of Minnis Bay 
beach, where he spends many hours, 
added: “My own family likes to use the 
worst-affected beach, Minnis Bay, and 
I am acutely aware of the fact that on 
the relatively few days during this 
awfiil season when it might have been 
worth trying to picnic on the sand or 
to use a beach hut the stench has 
driven visitors away.” 

The weed rots on the shoreline, cre¬ 
ating a pungent smell, especially 
when it is hot and the sun is out. 

In the past it would be given away 
and used to condition the soil of local 
farmland, but the practice was ended 
last year. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The 
council last sent seaweed to farmers 
for use on their fields during the 2007 
summer season, although every 


attempt was made to reduce the 
amount taken away from beaches by 
management on the coast.” 

Cm-rently the cormcil pushes it back 
out to sea, using JCB machines with 
specially designed forks to cope with 
the weed, but much of it wiU wash 
back onto the shoreline and high lev¬ 
els of the weed this year mean the 
issue became a hot topic. 

Mr Gale said: “There has to be a way 
of allowing not only Thanet but other 
seaside resorts to get rid of this men¬ 
ace in a way that does not simply 
regurgitate the problem. 

“Whether that means a change to 
national regulations or to EU direc¬ 
tives we have to explore, but we can¬ 
not be expected to suffer another sum¬ 
mer such as this one. 

“This situation makes a complete 
nonsense of the Blue Flag scheme of 
which Thanet has been justly proud. 
What is the point of flying a flag of 
recognition over a beach that is impos¬ 
sible to use?”

Conmen jailed 
for part in fake 
building scams 

THREE of the rogue builders were sentenced 
at Canterbury Crown Court on Tuesday, 
September 2. 

The owner of Beckenham-based B Smith 
& Sons builders, WiUiam Smith, 41, of Green- 
hithe, and his son BUly Nelson Smith, 21, of 
Dartford, admitted conspiracy to defraud and 
money-larmdering charges. 

Timothy Killick, 36, of Maidstone, admitted 
the same charges. 

William Smith was jailed for eight years 
and four months for conspiracy to defraud 
elderly and vulnerable people. 

Billy Nelson Smith was sentenced to 12 
months and 18 months for two counts of 
fraud to run consecutively, and two years 
for money-laundering to run concurrently, 
amounting to a sentence of two years and six 
months. 

Killick received four years and six months 
for six counts of fraud and money¬ 
laundering and a two-year sentence for 
further offences in London, all to run con¬ 
currently, meaning he will serve a four-and- 
a-half-year sentence. 

A co-defendant, Mark Baker, 45, of 
Caterham in Surrey, was found guilty of 
conspiracy to defraud and money-laundering 
by a jury in his absence. 

A warrant was issued for his arrest and he 
is still being sought by police.

The judge postponed sentence for Mark 
Baker rmtil he is brought to court. 

Three other men who worked as labomers 
for Smith & Sons were acquitted.

The roof falls In 
on rogne bnilders 

Callous gang preyed on elderly and vulnerable

A GROUP of rogue traders who 
conned elderly and vulnerable 
people out of thousands of pounds 
have been jailed. 

Police in Thanet tracked down the gang 
after they called on residents across the 
South East, duping them into paying for 
work that wasn’t needed. 

In other cases the men would do a shoddy 
job and charge well over the odds. 

Elderly couple Bernard and Evelyn 
Wackett, of Ocean Close, Birchington, were 
among those on the receiving end of the 
scam when they were told by the gang that 
they needed repairs to their roof 

They were told that roof tiles were loose 
and the chimney flashing would need seri¬ 
ous work if £16,000 repairs were not made. 

Pensioners’ special 

They agreed to do a “pensioners’ special” 
price of £3,500 as the couple did not have the 
cash, but the Wacketts were concerned about 
the offer and told their grandson, who called 
police. 

Ring-leader WiUiam Smith, his son Billy 
Smith and the rest of their group were sub¬ 
sequently arrested. 

A surveyor then checked out the roof and 
assessed the repairs at about £50-£100 plus 
VAT. He suggested that the flashing may 
even have been Ufted deliberately. 

John Milford, from Northumberland

Avenue in CUftonville, was one man from 
the isle who was duped. 

Mr Milford, who Uves with his mother and 
has learning difficulties, received a visit from 
the gang in Feburary 2006. 


He was told that he had some loose lead¬ 
ing on his extension and work was needed - 
otherwise he would get water in the 
house electrics and a health inspector could 
condemn the home. 

In reality, the gang had hammered wooden 
batons to the roof, the nails damaging the 
felt and the wood restricting drainage. 

Taking advantage of Mr Milford’s trusting 
nature, they told him that he had a raft of 
problems. 

They slung maggots down to create the 
illusion of a woodworm infestation, said 
there were rats in the loft and even dead 
fish in the chimney, all the time bumping 
up the bills with tales of special bricks 
having to come from China and other mate¬ 
rials from far-flung corners of the UK. 

The Milfords ended up paying the group 
£90,000. 

However, the game was up when staff at 
a local bank questioned the large with¬ 
drawals being made and contacted police. 

Thanet council surveyor Paul Morgan 
looked at the property after the investigation 
was under way. 

He found none of the work was required and 
that what had been done was woefully poor. 

At the trial, Mr Milford said: “I didn’t 
want any trouble. I wanted to keep the 
peace. And these things they were saying 
preyed on my mind. 

“I would say that 99 per cent of workers 
are OK, but it is that one out of 100 that you 
have to be careful of 

“I do not want anyone else to go through 
this.” 


Group 'exploited people to part with life savings' 


THE court heard that the gang 
defrauded 43 elderly and 
vulnerable homeowners across 
the region out of more than 
£880,000. 

However, during the investiga¬ 
tion into their activities, at least 
30 more residents were identi¬ 
fied through banking records. 

They were either too frail, too 
embarrassed or too fearful to 
want to be in court. 

Rather than repairing prop¬ 
erties, on occasions the group 
rendered them dangerous to 
secure themselves guaranteed 


jobs, charging thousands of 
pounds for work that was 
unnecessary, substandard or 
never completed. 

The group even continued 
their shoddy work while on 
bail, branching out into gar¬ 
dening to increase their in¬ 
come, singling out the vulnera¬ 
ble and elderly. 

The case spanned activities 
from January 2003 to Sep¬ 
tember 2007. 

The gang travelled across 
Kent, Surrey and south-east 
London, building crime benefits 


of £2.4 million. Reparations are 
now being made for a Proceeds 
of Crime Act hearing in Decem¬ 
ber with a view to recover the 
money for the victims. 

Investigating officer Det Sgt 
Tristan Kluibenschadl said: 
“The group exploited people in 
the most shocking way, using 
scare tactics to ensure they 
parted with their life savings in 
many cases. 

“Anyone tricked by this group 
should not feel foolish or 
embarrassed. They were or¬ 
ganised and cunning men who. 


without any due respect for 
those people who had the mis¬ 
fortune to have been paid a 
visit by them, built up a 
weighty fortune through their 
trickery and lies, with the 
audacity to continue their 
activities even after arrest. 

“It is satisfying to have 
brought this case to court when 
criminals of this nature often 
elude capture. 

“The advice is to not use 
builders who cold-call. Use rep¬ 
utable firms with a proven 
track record.”

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Dig aims to unearth 
our Roman coastline 


Man is charged with 
assault on teenager 

A BROADSTAIRS man is to appear 
before magistrates charged with the 
common assault of a 16-year-old. 

Patrick Dyett, 25, of Oaklands Avenue, 
will be at Thanet court in Margate on 
Monday, September 22. 

He is charged with assaulting the 
teenager at St Luke’s football ground 
in Hereson Road, Ramsgate, on the 
morning of Sunday, August 31. 


TEAMS leading a dig at Richborough 
Roman fort are looking to uncover the 
isle’s Roman coastline. 

The fort sat at the main port of entry to 
Britain 2,000 years ago, but the passing of time 
means it is now two miles from the sea. 

However, previously untouched land is being 
excavated, with those carrying out the work 
hoping to discover more about the south of the 
isle’s past. 

Archaeologist Tony Wilmott said: “We are 
keeping our fingers crossed that we will uncov¬ 
er some exciting new discoveries - who knows, 
perhaps even a ship - and that the dig will 
help us to widen our knowledge about the port 
and harbour area of the site. 

“We are working arormd the fallen east wall, 
which collapsed at the foot of the hill next to 
the Deal to Margate railway. There are walls 
down there which look to have been standing

when the fort wall collapsed, which may well 
be upstanding to the harbour installations. 

“It’s basically where the coast was in Roman 
times. It was the official gateway to Britain in 
the Roman period.” 

In AD43 the site overlooked a sheltered 
lagoon where it is possible invading Roman 
forces first landed. 

English Heritage believes that the original 
Roman coastline - which has never been formd - 
can offer up secrets of the once-bustling port 
that was the main gateway to Roman Britain. 

The dig, which began only recently, is taking 
place over the next few weeks. 

It will focus on an area of the fort’s collapsed 
east wall which has never been suitable for 
geophysics due to its close proximity to the 
railway line. 


Mr Wilmott said: “As for the rest of the dig, we 
simply don’t know what we will find. It’s very 
early days, but we are here for five weeks until 
October 5, so we are very hopeful.” 

Team members will also take time out from 
their work to lead two tours around the site, 
taking in the town and the amphitheatre as 
well as the new excavations and any finds they 
have revealed in the process. 

The 90-minute tours take place at 2pm on 
Saturday and Sunday, September 20-21. 

Cost is £2.50 per person in addition to 
normal admission. 

Numbers are limited to 30 on each tour, 
so you can pre-book by phoning 01304 612013 
to secure a place. 

The fort is open daily from 10am to 6pm until 
September 30. Admission is £4.20 for adults, 
£3.40 for concessions, £2.10 for children and 
£10.50 for a family ticket.

Council team on CASE to 
help community groups 

VOLUNTEERS and community groups can 
now get professional advice on running their 
organisations. 

For two years until March 2010, Thanet 
council’s Safer Stronger Communities Fund is 
funding two advisors from CASE Kent (Com¬ 
munity Action South East Kent) to support 
local charities, groups and clubs through one- 
to-one advice, workshops and training courses. 

The aim is to help them become stronger and 
more able to dehver the activities they want. 

This will include writing grant applications, 
running AGMs and meetings, having appropri¬ 
ate procedm-es and pohcies in place and meet¬ 
ing legal requirements. 

The two advisers are Andy BaU and Kate 
Robson. SSCF is also funding a part-time 
officer at CASE Kent to investigate the long¬ 
term sustainabihty of the service once the 
SSCF funding ends. 

One-to-one 

Weekly drop-in advice sessions are held at 
St Paul’s Community Centre in St Paul’s 
Road, Cliftonville, on Thursdays between 
2pm and 5pm, or you can arrange a one-to- 
one meeting. 

They are at Foresters Hall, Meeting Street, 
Ramsgate, (phone 01843 588780, email 
thanet@casekent.org. Ilk). 

As the Safer Stronger Communities Fund 
is focused on the two wards of Margate 
Central and Cliftonville West, the priority is 
groups that have members from these wards 
or those that deliver a service to residents. 

CASE Kent also provides support to volun¬ 
tary and community groups across Thanet 
through Lin Dykes, an adviser funded by 
Thanet council, the county council and Eastern 
and Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust. 

Jules Ellis, project co-ordinator for the 
Windmill Community Allotment project, 
said: “Kate has helped us identify areas to 
work on to improve our structure and work¬ 
ings. It has been a reaUy good experience and I 
would recommend it to others.”

POP group McFly agreed to head¬ 
line a charity concert for wounded 
soldiers in Kent next weekend to 
show their support for the bravery 
of our troops. 

'The four-piece band - singer Tom Fletcher, 
guitarist Danny Jones, bassist Dougie Poynter 
and drummer Harry Judd - say they deeply 
admire the bravery and sacrifice of our men 
and women in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

'The band, who have had seven nmnber one 
singles and two number one albums, said the 
Day For Heroes event in front of an expected 
35,000 fans at the County Showground, 
Detling, is the perfect way to show their appre¬ 
ciation. 

Dougie said: “We’re looking forward to it. 
Anything like that we’re totally up for - we 
never let an 3 dhing like that down. You’re talk¬ 
ing to the world’s biggest wimps, so what the 
soldiers are doing over there is absolutely 
amazing.” 

'The band tops a bill including Nik Kershaw, 
the Counterfeit Stones, Ultimate Earth, Wind 
and Fire and Bob Marley tribute act Legend. 

Dougie said he was a big fan of an 3 dhing to 
do with the reggae master. 

He said: “I was listening to Bob Marley yes¬ 
terday actually. He was amazing and I’ll defi¬ 
nitely look forward to checking that out.” 

'There will also be an appearance by Jeff 
Silbar, co-writer of the ballad Wind Beneath 
My Wings. He will perform the song with soul 
diva Jocel 3 m Brown. 

Its chorus of “Did you ever know you’re my 
hero?” has become an anthem for the charity 


Also confirmed to appear are the Minden 
Band, a 30-piece military band, a nine-piece 
pop band and an 18-piece swing band. 

After McFly’s headline appearance in 
Maidstone the band will prepare for a UK 
tour, starting in Sheffield on November 7 and 
ending in Liverpool on November 29.

EIGHTIES chart-topper Nik Kershaw will 
be adding a touch of nostalgia to the Day 
For Heroes event.

He also wrote Chesney Hawkes’ 1991 
smash hit The One and Only, which became 
one of the most successful singles of the 
decade. 

Kershaw, 50, is keen to support the event, 
which is raising funds for charity Help For 
Heroes.

CHILDREN’S services across the 
county have entered into new part¬ 
nerships in a bid to work more 
closely together. 

Now a total of 23 new local children’s servic¬ 
es partnerships will combine representatives 
from Kent County Council services, schools, 
social care, district councils, health and the 
police, as well as other voluntary services and 
agencies who work with children. 

The move is part of a national programme of 
reform to improve the health, safety and 
learning of all children and yormg people. 

It will be overseen by the Kent Children’s 
Trust. 

KCC’s managing director of children, fami¬ 
lies and education, Graham Badman, chairs 


the trust and the 
Bishop of Dover, the 
Rt Rev Dr Stephen 
Venner, is deputy 
chairman. Mr 

Badman said: “The 
new partnerships 
will not only make a 
difference to the way 
services for children 
work together in 
Kent but most importantly for children and 
young people themselves. 

“They will strengthen the networks between 
agencies to help ensure each individual child 
receives the care and attention they need. 

“The most vulnerable children in our society 
must be given the highest priority and these 
new arrangements will help to do this.” 

The local partnerships will be led by a local 
children’s services partnership manager. 


Val Walton and Stephen Smith are set to run 
the Shepway group. Their first responsibility 
will be to develop a local children and young 
people’s plan based on local needs. 

Ms Walton said: “I am looking forward to 
developing even fiuther our work with other 
agencies supporting children, young people 
and their families. 

“We have identified seven priorities to be 
working on that have been identified with the 
help of children and parents themselves. 

“The new partnerships present an exciting 
challenge to us all in the coming months.” 

KCC cabinet member for children, families 
and education standards, Cllr Leyland 
Ridings, said: “This is a hugely significant 
moment in the development of our children’s 
trust arrangements and our ambition to 
improve the wellbeing and life chances for 
Kent children and young people. I know the 
partnerships will have a successful future.”

Our cops hop across the Channel ^Siere'sites 


POLICE officers from Kent have cross the 
English Channel as part of a major crack¬ 
down on speeding British tourists and busi¬ 
ness travellers on French roads. 

Three officers took a trip to the Continent to 
work with the Gendarmerie Nationale in a 
road safety exercise aimed at preventing 
accidents involving British motorists. 

Two traffic officers and a linguist took part 
in the exchange which came about because 
of concerns voiced by the Prefect of the Pas 
de Calais about the high number of speeding 
British motorists in northern France. 

Based mostly at motorway tolls and serv¬ 
ice areas south of Calais, the gendarmes 
focused on GB motorists as they checked 
vehicle condition, examined driving docu¬ 
ments and looked for safety devices carried 
in cars which include high-visibility vests 


and a warning triangle - mandatory on 
French roads. About 200 vests were given 
out to motorists who were unaware of this 
aspect of French highway law. 

Chief Inspector Roscoe Walford said: “We 
worked alongside the gendarmerie to give 
and receive road safety advice, learn good 
practice, help with language difficulties, pro¬ 
mote our Travelling Abroad web page and 
observe French procedures. 

‘We can always learn something from our 
colleagues across local, regional and nation¬ 
al borders and they can learn from us. 

‘We work closely with our French col¬ 
leagues in relation to serious and organised 
crime and this cross-border road safety oper¬ 
ation is a natural next step in that process.” 

Kent Police will host officers from the 
Gendarmerie Nationale in a similar opera¬ 


tion later this month. 

Deputy head of the gendarmerie traffic 
department for the Pas de Calais, Lt Patrick 
Vanderstraeten, said: “Many citizens of EU 
countries use our roads either to travel to a 
holiday or business destination within 
France or are en route to another country. 

“It is only right that drivers in a foreign 
country should take responsibility for their 
safety by obe 3 dng the rules of the road. 

“Failure to keep to the speed limit has led 
to four deaths and 13 injuries on the motor¬ 
ways of the Nord Pas de Calais this year. 
Half of the speeding offences detected at 
more than 200kph (125mph) in this area 
have been committed by British drivers.” 

“The fact that you may be travelling in a 
foreign country should not cause you to be 
careless with your life.” 


RESIDENTS are being urged to give then- 
views on plans for new camping sites for gypsies 
and other travellers. 

The South East England Regional Assembly 
has laimched a public consultation on its 10- 
year target for areas which would be available 
to travellers as campsites. 

It wants views on how spaces should be sited 
across the South East, including Kent. 

More than 1,200 new spaces are planned for 
the region, which reaches as far as 
Buckinghamshire. 

Assembly member CUr Moira Gibson said: 
“After years of uncertainty over making space 
for gypsies and travellers, councils now have a 
duty to provide new spaces in a bid to cut home¬ 
lessness and reduce illegal camping. 

‘We want to hear everyone's opinion on the 
new plans.” 

The consultation will end on November 21.

The Manchester mud is a long 
way from Copacabana beach 


WITH the Premiership about to 
resume after the annoying incon¬ 
venience of a couple of England fix¬ 
tures, there’s one game that really 
catches the eye this weekend - 
Manchester City v Chelsea. 

I don’t suppose too many people at the start 
of the season would have thought anything 
involving the less famous team from the city 
that gave us Boddington’s would be of any 
real interest. 

But Citteh (as they are known to true fans) 
have gone and got themselves bought by a 
sheik who makes Roman Abramovich look like 
a bit of a skinflint. 

So, the newly nouveau rich will take on the 
slightly older new money in a battle of the 
bank balances at Eastlands. 

City struck the first blow in the cash war 
when they nabbed long-term Chelsea target 
Robinho from Real Madrid. 

The Sky Blues are being compared to 
Chelsea in the days following Abramovich’s 


arrival. But I think the parallels between the 
clubs can be best illustrated if you look at 
Chelsea in the summer of 1995. 

At that time - resplendent in an “amber and 
graphite” (orange and grey) away strip - they 
hadn’t won an 3 d;hing of note since 1971 but 
managed, through the contacts of then 
manager Glenn Hoddle, to land dreadlocked 
Dutch superstar Ruud Gullit, a one-time 
world player of the year. 

He looked a little out of place in a team 
boasting players such as David Lee, Terry 
Phelan, Scott Minto, Paul Furlong and Mark 
Stein. And he seemed frankly bewildered 
when partnering Eddie Newton in midfield or 
playing as a sweeper behind Frank What’s he 
doing?’ Sinclair. 

A little bit of class was added that summer 
when Mark Hughes - coincidentally now City 
manager - joined. 

But for the most part the Dutch maestro 
found himself - from his debut in a friendly at 
Gillingham through to an FA Cup semi-final 
defeat by Manchester United - trying to come 
to terms with the shortcomings of a journey¬ 


man outfit. City have some class players - 
former Chelsea man Shaun Wright-Phillips 
and Brazilian Jo - so Robinho won’t have to do 
it aU himself But he is going to a club which 
has won nothing for years and struggled 
through the first round of the UEFA Cup. 

He will certainly notice the difference 
between Manchester and Madrid. So the 
question for people who follow the game has to 
be: what happens next? 

If Robinho succeeds, others wiU follow - just 
as the likes of Vialh, Zola and de Matteo were 
attracted to Chelsea by Gullit. 

But what if it all implodes? After all, who 
was the last South American to really make 
an impact in English football? 

Roque Santa Cruz has done well, Gus Poyet 
was consistent, Tino Asprilla was good for 
about five minutes, but Ricky Villa and Ossie 
Ardiles were the last people from that part of 
the world to be really big players in our game.

Who can we turn to 
for help, councillor? 

It was disheartening to read 
Thanet council’s planning 
committee had passed plans for a 
high, upright solar panel on the 
roof of the building being built at 
32 Berkeley Road, Birchington. 

Also that it had also given 
retrospective permission for the 
plain glass which had been 
installed (Yomthanet, August 29). 

I would like to bring to readers’ 
attention the reply I received from 
Birchington North cormcillor Roger 
Latchford in response to my 
request for him to help his 
constituents. 

These constituents are 
neighboms of 32 Berkeley Road, 
which towers over their bungalows 
and is supposed to blend in with 
them but is affecting their daily 
lives and the value of their homes. 

The first request was: “Can you 
assure me you will speak out 
against retrospective planning 
permission for plain glass instead 
of opaque/frosted glass and demand 
the clear glass is replaced 
immediately?” 

The second was: “Can you assure 
me you will vigorously oppose the 
erection of triangular-shaped solar 
panels and any other additions to 
this building, like satellite dishes or 
a disproportionally-sized TV mast 
which would increase the height of 
this building?” 

I told him I was shocked and 
horrified Thanet council granted 
permission and allowed the 
construction of this building in its 
present size and dimensions. 

Cllr Latchford’s reply was: “I have 
checked with the planning 
department and am told the 
amendment is being considered on 
August 20. 

“Because the democratic process 
is already being implemented, I do 


not beheve it is either necessary or 
appropriate for me to speak on this 
application. 

“You probably know that 
planning is not a political subject 
and therefore members of both 
parties and independent members 
are generally inclined to call 
planning applications to committee 
to make sure residents have their 
say. I am pleased to confirm that 
this is happening in respect of this 
application.” 

Sorry, Cllr Latchford, I believe 
that you were not willing to help 
the people who elected you. 

Even when a lady requested help 
from our MP, Roger Gale, he said 
he was unable to help in this case 
and referred your name for 
assistance. 

She tells me that, when she 
managed to speak to you on the 
phone, you told her you were too 
busy to talk. 

This objector was one of the many 
who have time after time spoken 
against the building from the first 
application - and their requests 
were ignored again and again. 

On one occasion, all the planning 
committee was concerned about 
was not the overall height and 
dimensions of this immense 
building, but how high the dividing 
wall was going to be. 

Did you honestly believe they 
would take notice of any objector 
after ignoring all the previous - 
and more serious - issues? 

You went on to say that planning 
is not a political issue. 

Really? The Conservative group 
has the majority on the planning 
committee and always has the 
controlling vote. 

Also bear in mind, Cllr Latchford, 
the building is being built by your 
fellow ward councillor, Simon Day. 

Birchington Parish Council also 
submitted its own official objection, 
which the planning committee 
ignored. So much for democracy. 

We will also be asking for the 
help of Labour, Independent and 
any sympathetic Conservative 
cormcillors to voice their concerns

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be debated by the full council in 
October. This change of date will 
give all parties time to consider the 
implications of this massive 
development and perhaps ask why 
the developer hasn’t submitted its 
plans for all three phases. 

Phase 1 is apparently a 
standalone one, but it is clear from 
everything I’ve read that the 
developer will insist this single 
phase cannot be developed without 
the other two. 

If that is the case, why not submit 
the whole development plan and let 
the council consider it fully? 

Is it perhaps a case of as soon as 
permission is given for the first 
phase, the plans for the remaining 
phases will land with indecent haste 
on the planning officer’s desk? 

It has been clear from speaking to 
many of those who will be directly 
affected that the limited 
consultation that took place has left 
more questions than answers. 

There are four main areas of 
concern: 

1. The risk to the water supply 
should the developer not install 
mains drainage. 

2. The traffic threat from the huge 
increase in HGV traffic to and from 
the site on already crowded roads. 

3. The loss of prime agricultural 
land at a time of food shortages. 

4. The size, both in height and 
length, of the buddings - the so- 
called ‘footprint’. 

The planning department and the 
council have the power to insist the 
developer scales down the size of the 
X-t 3 q)es and A-types, but so far I’ve 
not heard mention of this. 

Let’s hope that common sense 
wins on October 9.

CHUCKLES, chortles and 
laughs will resound around 
the seaside town when the 
Whitstable Winkle Comedy 
Festival gets under way.

TALENTED musicians across the 
county are sharpening their chorus¬ 
es and donning KISS-style warpaint 
for the Tap^nTin’s latest Battle of 
the Bands competition.

Costumed in tragedy

MONTHS of being sewn 
in and out of 18 th centu¬ 
ry corsets have clearly 
taken their toll on Keira 
Knightley 

The 23-year-old Pirates of The 
Caribbean star arrived for this 
interview in what looks like a fiill- 
length fnlly black nightie. 

Keira clearly learned one thing 
from portraying infamous 18th 
century socialite Georgiana, 
Duchess of Devonshire, in her lat¬ 
est film The Duchess - that she 
needs to take full advantage of 
her modem right to breathe. 

“The costumes were completely 
fantastic because Georgiana was 
a very famous fashion icon. But 
they weren’t particularly comfort¬ 
able,” she says frankly. 

“In a corset you can’t catch your 
breath. It means your emotions 
are heightened because you can’t 
cahn down.” 

Considering she plays an aristo¬ 
crat whose glamorous, yet tragic, 
life has led her to be compared 
with the late Princess of Wales, 
this was not such a bad thing. 

Author Amanda Foreman is 
largely responsible for bringing 
the duchess’ life back into the 
spotlight, thanks to a biography 
she wrote in 1998. 

Details about her husband’s 
infidelity, her trend-setting out¬ 
fits, affair with fiitme prime min¬ 
ister Lord Grey and eventual 
menage-a-trois with her husband 
and former best fnend Lady Bess 
Foster, proved sensational read¬ 
ing and the book was an instant 
hit. 

The film version stars Keira 
Knightley along with Ralph 
Fiennes as the Duke, Dominic 
Cooper (The History Boys and 
Mamma Mia) as her lover Lord 
Grey and Hayley Atwell (The 


Line Of Beauty) as Bess. Al¬ 
though the film’s producers are 
hoping that linking Diana, 
Princess of Wales, with her great- 
great-great-great-armt Georgiana 
will help attract large audiences, 
Keira says she didn’t play on the 
connection. 

“I was 11 when Diana died. I 
knew when I was going into it 
that she was a distant relation 
but that’s as far as my knowledge 
went. I was making a film about 


Georgiana Duchess of Devonshire 
and I think she’s an interesting 
enough person to warrant a film 
about her, without comparison.” 

The beautiful and charismatic 
Georgiana was married at 17 to 
the Duke of Devonshire - a man 
more interested in sleeping with 
the maids and playing with his 
dogs than his new wife - and for 
many years she was unable to 
bear him an heir. 

Her husband ignored her as a

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result and her dreams of a fairy¬ 
tale life gradually died. 

But despite her personal prob¬ 
lems, the young duchess won the 
heart of English society, and only 
the Duke seemed immune to her 
appeal. 

“When I read the script the first 
thing that struck me was how 
incredibly lonely this woman 
was,” says Keira. 

“She was constantly surrounded 
by so many people and yet entire¬ 
ly alone. I think she just tried to 
grab on to any kind of love and 
attention she could possibly get.” 

Naturally enthusiastic and 
intelligent, Georgiana became 
involved in politics and eventual¬ 
ly fell in love with the future 
Prime Minister, Lord Grey. 

But despite having to accept her 
husband’s mistress in a hmniliat- 
ing and extremely public menage- 
a-trois, her love for Grey was for¬ 
bidden by the Diike. 

“The whole journey for her is 
one from idealism to reality - she 
gets broken down. She couldn’t 
have lived with herself if she’d 
gone off with Grey and given up 
her kids. 

“I don’t know if it has a happy 
ending but I think she survives 
and that can only be positive.”

Try the pleasures of plantation life

NEXT time you pour yourself a cup 
of tea, drink a toast to Devastating 
Emily That was the lurid nick¬ 
name of a leaf virus that wiped out 
the coffee crop in Ceylon in the 
1870s. 

But a group of mainly Scottish pioneers 
weren’t to be beaten. They were already grow¬ 
ing tea - green gold. TTie plantations they 
established and the bankrupt coffee estates 
they bought are still producing some of the 
best of the world’s crop. 

Four thousand feet up in the centre of the 
country, now Sri Lanka, life has hardly 
changed since those days. 

Until recently the area was hardly a holiday 
region. Transport isn’t easy in Sri Lanka; most 
people travel in crowded buses that hurtle and 
roar around the hairpin bends. 

This is definitely not a self-drive destination 
and most visitors hire a car with a driver for 
their trip. You’d be a nervous wreck five min¬ 
utes after leaving the airport, even if Sri 
Lankans do drive on the left (in theory). 

The four-hour drive from Colombo, the 
island’s capital and site of its only internation¬ 
al airport, can be arduous even with a skilled 
and friendly driver like ours. But it’s worth it. 
Tucked away amid the rolling, vivid green tea

estates is Tea Trails, four large bungalows that 
were once the homes of European planters. 

Now tourists sample the luxurious life they 
once lived, complete with complementary gin 
and tonics, British cooking and clotted cream 
high teas. 

These historic buildings, with a total of 20 
luxurious bedrooms and suites, have been 
restored by Dilmah, one of Sri Lanka’s leading 
tea producers. Each bungalow has its own 
manager, butler, chef and gardeners. They all 
have beautifully-kept grormds and overlook, or 
are close to, Castlereagh Lake, a reservoir in 
the Bogawantalawa Valley, known as the 


Golden Valley of Tea. And there’s plenty to do 
from your bungalow base. Activities include 
white water rafting, mountain biking, kayak¬ 
ing on the lake and treks and walks through 
the hillside tea plantations. 

One essential visit is to one of the tea facto¬ 
ries, huge three or four-storey multi-windowed 
buildings where - in less than 24 horn’s - 
freshly picked leaves are turned into the black 
tea we know so well. The tea is taken to 
Colombo for auction and more than 90 per 
cent is exported. But you can buy it at one of 
the many factories, which welcome visitors 
and have their own shops. 

Sri Lanka has plenty of other attractions to 
offer visitors and we managed to cram in sev¬ 
eral in our short stay. 

The island’s beaches are famous and a good 
stop after a long flight is Negombo, just a few 
miles from the airport. Sri La nk ans are mad 
on cricket and there were some very promising 
youngsters playing on the sands. 

Also on our itinerary was some cultm’e - two 
World Heritage Sites, the cave paintings and 
Buddha statues at Dambulla and the 200- 
metre high Sigiriya rock fortress and gardens. 

And you can’t miss the elephants. We saw 50 
at dusk by a lake in Kaudulla National Park, 
and later visited the Pinnewala elephant 
orphanage, where around 80 animals of all 
ages live and bathe twice a day in the nearby 
river under the gaze of the tourists. 

But my lasting memory of Sri Lanka will be 
the dark green hillsides of the tea cormtry.

Website makes 
the right moves 
for a good profit 

PROPERTY listings site Rightmove has 
reported a strong set of financial results 
for the first half of the year, despite the 
turbulence in the market. 

Revenue for the six months ending 
June 30 was up by 49 per cent to some 
£37.8 million, in comparison to a figure 
of £25.4 million for the same period last 
year. 

This allowed the site to generate oper¬ 
ating profit of £20.8 million, up 58 per 
cent from £13.2m for the same period in 
2007. 

The increases in revenue and profit 
have been driven by a rise in the average 
revenue per advertiser, which is up from 
£234 per month last year to £317 over 
the period. 

Approximately 90 per cent of all the 
residential property advertised for sale 
in the UK appears on the site, with 
Rightmove now the dominant force in 
the industry. 

“These strong results, coming at a time 
of severe housing market difficulties, are 
evidence of the strength of the Right- 
move proposition and the loyalty of our 
customers,” said Ed Williams, group 
managing director. 

“We are redoubling our efforts to 
ensure that Rightmove generates the 
enquiries from prospective homebuyers 
which our customers so desperately 
need.” 

Positive outlook for 
buy-to-let investors 

MORTGAGE brokers remain positive 
about the prospects for professional buy- 
to-let investors but are unsure about 
amateur landlords, a survey undertaken 
by market analysts has revealed. 

The study from The Mortgage Works, 
said that while 45 per cent thought they 
would maintain their portfolio as it is, 49 
per cent said they expected professional 
investors to acquire new properties this 
year. 

This is up from 44 per cent six months 
ago, suggesting intermediaries are 
becoming more optimistic about land¬ 
lords’ ability to negotiate the credit 
crunch successfully. 

In contrast, there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in the proportion of bro¬ 
kers who feel amateur landlords will not 
acquire new properties. 


Fee suspension stamps 
out mortgage struggles 


Scheme also helps 
first-time buyers

STAMP duty has been suspended 
for a year on properties that cost 
less than £175,000 in a bid to boost 
the housing market and keep peo¬ 
ple struggling with repayments in 
their homes. 

The move forms part of an emergency rescue 
package for home buyers and owners and was 
designed to help those who are facing repos¬ 
session to stay in their homes. 

Under the scheme, which will cost £lbn, vul¬ 
nerable families will be offered the chance to 
sell their home and rent it back at a cheaper 
price. 

They can seU the property to a registered 
social landlord who will clear the mortgage 
and then offer them a cheaper price in rent. 

They will also have the opportunity to enter 
into shared ownership of the property. 

The policy is designed to help families strug¬ 
gling with mortgages, but also those attempt¬ 
ing to get on to the property ladder. 

First-time buyers whose household income 
is less than £60,000 will be able to buy newly 
built properties with an equity loan of up to 30 
per cent of the property’s value. 

Communities secretary Hazel Blears said: 
“This is about those families out there who 
want to get a house of their own, or those 
struggling with a mortgage. 

“The Government has a responsibility to 
help,” she said. 

Recent figures show the number of homes 
being repossessed hit their highest level for 12 
years during the first half of the year. 

Around 18,900 properties were taken back 
by lenders - 48 per cent more than dming the 
same period of 2007. 

Last month the Chancellor Alistair Darling 
was accused of damaging the faltering hous¬ 
ing market when he refused to rule out a tem¬ 
porary suspension of stamp duty. 

Estate agents claimed this was making buy¬ 
ers “wait and see” what might happen amid 
already dire house sales data.

Ford's new Kuga proves 
impressive yet frustrating

Other compact 4x4s claim the “best driving’ 
crown, but the Kuga feels like the real deal.

CUT BACK: Badar Khan recommends some easy ways to reduce spending by raising awareness and turning things off 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


RESEARCH shows two out of 
every three small and medium 
sized enterprises (SMEs) are doing 
all they can to be energy efficient 
or are desperate for help on how to 
reduce energy usage. 

Badar Khan, managing director of British 
Gas Business, told KOS Media that at a time 
of rising inflation, increasing costs across the 
board and reductions in entreprenem-s’ tax 
relief, SMEs in Kent are feeling the pinch. 

He said: “As they look at ways to cut costs, 
we think they could be missing some small 
tricks that could have a big impact. 

“Research conducted by Ipsos MORI shows 
61 per cent of SMEs believe they are doing aU 
they can to be energy efficient and a similar 
number are crying out for help and advice on 
how they can further reduce their energy- 
usage.” 

He recommends four ways of cutting energy- 
use and saving money on energy bills - ways 
that have worked at Ms firm’s Leicester office, 
where they’ve reduced electricity consumption 
by 13 per cent and gas by 50 per cent. 

Mr Khan said tMs has helped the office save 
455 tonnes of carbon dioxide and £58,000 on 
energy bills. 

His four top tips are: 

• Education. Did you know that leaving a pho¬ 
tocopier on overnight wastes enough energy to 
make 1,500 A4 copies, and just 7cm of insula¬ 
tion on your hot water boiler and lagging of 
water pipes will save energy and prevent 
burst pipes in cold weather? 

Teach yoru- people to help them realise they 
can all make a real difference: reducing these 
costs will be good news for everyone. 
•Dissemination. Designate a ‘green team’ 
whose responsibility it is to make sure energy- 
efficient measures are implemented quickly. 
It’s their responsibility to educate colleagues 
about the company’s ‘green’ policies and make 
sure everything is switched off at the end of 
the day. Just turning off lights at night can cut 
your lighting bill by 15 per cent. 

WMle more of our customers are practising 


energy efficiency at home, at work few people 
seem to know where the buck should stop. 

• Visualisation. Putting up posters and stick¬ 
ers around the workplace will remind people 
what they can do to save energy - and money. 
Also, turning down your thermostat by one 
degree can shave eight per cent of your energy 
bill. 

• Action. Installing time switches to shut 
macMnes down overnight can help you make 
significant savings over the course of a year 


and cavity wall insulation and draft excluders 
can reduce heat loss and energy consumption 
by up to 35 per cent. 

For those looking at longer term savings, 
consider generating your own energy tMough 
new technologies such as solar photovoltaic 
and combined heat and power (CHP) systems. 

The Enhanced Capital Allowances Scheme 
also offers tax incentives to businesses that 
invest in energy-saving equipment making 
tMs a viable option.
